REMARKS: 
The claims in the application are 3-32. 

Favorable reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfully 
requested. 

Claims 3-6, 10-12 and 15-28 have been allowed at line 6 of Office Action 
Summary PTOL-326. Accordingly, Claims 3, 6, 10 and 15 have been amended 
into independent form, with the remaining dependent claims all depending either 
directly or indirectly from one of independent Claim 3, 6, 10 or 15. Additionally, 
independent Claims 29-32 introduced herein respectively correspond to the 
combination of independent Claim 2 and one of dependent Claims 3, 6, 10 or 15. 
Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted each of independent Claims 29-32 should 
also be in condition for allowance.
